Court's Turn to Right Confuses

WASHINGTON ( A P ) - The 


latest Supreme Court turn to- 
ward the right in criminal law 
appears to leave confused the 
rules for questioning suspects. 


According to a 5-4 decision by 


the court on Wednesday, police 
do not have to provide a lawyer 
when they put an arrested sus- 
pect in a lineup or a showup for 
identification. 


And yet, under the 1966 Mi- 


randa decision, the suspect is 
entitled to a lawyer from the 
moment 
stationhouse 
inter- 


rogation begins. 


The two decision appear to be 


in some conflict. Presumably, 
the suspect would be granted a 
lawyer when the interrogation 
began, but if police chose later 
to bring in witnesses for identi- 
fication the lawyer would have 
to .step out of the room. 


A possible approach the po- 


lice now might take in light of 
the new ruling would be to put 
off questioning until after the 
lineup shutting out the lawyer 
until then In the process, they

Education 
Bill Splits 
House

WASHINGTON (AP) - A 


massive education bill with its 
antibusing provision comes up 
for a vote today in a sharply 
divided House of Representa- 
tives. 


Supporters of the bill, which 


would authorize $21.3 billion 
over the next three years for a 
wide variety of education pro- 
grams, predict the House will 
send it to President Nixon. 


But an uneasy coalition of 


civil-rights supporters and bus- 
ing foes, who are opposing the 
bill, and an unusually large 
number 
of 
fence-straddlers 


make the outcome uncertain. 


Despite the multibillion-doUar 


provisions in the 229-page bill, 
the focal point of sharp con- 
troversy surrounding it is a 
single paragraph 
that would 


prevent any desegregation or- 
ders of a federal court from 
being carried out until Jan. 1, 
1974, 
unless all appeals have 


been exhausted. 


Civil-rights 
groups, con- 


tending the provision would ef- 
fectively halt court-ordered de- 
segregation, are urging defeat 
of the entire package in order 
to eliminate the provision. 


Antibusing 
forces, 
seeking 


even stricter controls over the 
courts, want to defeat the bill 
so the way will be clear to offer 
a stronger proposal. 


The House already has ap- 


proved stronger antibusing leg- 
islation that was watered down 
in a Senate-House conference 
that agreed on the provision 
now in the bill. 


Since the compromise was 


agreed to on May 17 both sides 
have been waiting to see what 
the White House and Republi- 
can Leader Gerald R. Ford of 
Michigan are going to do. They 
are still waiting. 


At a GOP caucus on the bill 


Wednesday, Ford said he had 
not yet made up his mind and 
that the White House also was 
still undecided. No party posi- 
tion was taken. 


Although 
Northern liberals 


and Southern conservatives are 
against the bill, their opposing 
positions on busing have pre- 
vented them from working to- 
gether and no one has accu- 
rately gauged their combined 
strength. 


Wallace 
to Attend 
Convention 


MIAMI, Fla. (AP) — Gov. 


George C. Wallace, partially 
paralyzed from an assassina- 
tion attempt, will come to the 
Democratic 
National Con- 


vention to bargain for the presi- 
dency and a platform, accord- 
ing to his campaign director. 


"Most Democrats and party 


bosses now realize that Gov. 
Wallace is going to have to par- 
ticipate in the election or the 
Democratic ticket doesn't have 
a chance in November," said 
Charles Snider, Wallace's top 
strategist. 


Snider, credited with modern- 


izing the Alabama governor's 
campaign and steering it away 
from the third-party route Wal- 
lace took in 1968, made the pre- 
diction at a news conference 
Wednesday. 


Questioned 
about 
Wallace's 


possible support of a Democrat- 
ic ticket headed by frontrunn- 
ing presidential hopeful Sen. 
George McGovern, Snider said: 
"Gov. Wallace is withholding 
his comment on this until the 
other candidates make their po- 
sitions known. 


"There is still a marked dif- 


ference between the positions of 
Gov. 
Wallace and some of the 


other candidates on the war, 
amnesty for draft dodgers and 
the legalization of marijuana. 
This will give you an idea of 
some of the things these candi- 
dates might have to change be- 
fore they could have Gov. Wal- 
lace's support." 


Snider said the extent of Wal- 


lace's personal 
participation 


during the July 10-13 convention 
had not been determined but 
••if there is any way at an, we 
expect him to take his turn at 
the podium." 


Wallace was shot while cam- 


paigning at a Laurel, Md., 
shopping center last 
month. 


Since the shooting, which left 
him paralyzed from the hips 
clown, he has been recovering 
in a Maryland hospital.

PHILADELPHIA (AP) - If 


the church is to deal with the 
seemingly insoluble 
problems 


of modern man, it must recog- 
nize the reality of the devil and 
act to counter him, evangelist 
Billy Graham told the 125th an- 
nual meeting of the Southern 
Baptist Convention Wednesday 
night. 


"The church will remain im- 


potent until it sees that our ene- 
my is the devil," Graham told 
the more than 13,000 delegates 
gathered in Convention Hall. 


"Our problem in America is 


a spiritual problem," Graham 
asserted. "The devil himself is 
operating in our country with a 
supernatural power beyond hu- 
man ability to cope with. That 
is why our problems seem in- 
soluble." 


The 53-year-old evangelist 


called on his fellow Baptists to 
light a candle that "will banish 
moral and spiritual blight in 
America... and roll back rac- 
ism and social injustice." 


Graham 
told his audience 


that the '70s have been marked 
by a resurgence of attention to 
God. 


"During 
the last 
decade 


people went wild about the 
Beatles and few disputed their 
claim to being more popular 
than Jesus Christ," he com- 
mented. "Yet this decade start- 
ed with songs about Jesus." 


Graham said the Baptists 


have much to learn from the 
"youthful, energetic, vital reli- 
gious organizations" which are 
emerging throughout the na- 
tion. 


"There is also a danger that 


we will hang on to dead forms 
of 
worship 
and 
evangelism 


rather than seeking for new 
and powerful instruments of 
communicating the faith," he 
remarked.

Rail Tunnel 
Blown Up in 
N. Vietnam

SAIGON (AP) - U.S. war- 


planes pounded North Vietnam 
on Wednesday with the heaviest 
raids in three weeks, the U.S. 
Command announced, and one 
group of planes guided a bomb 
into a railroad tunnel just south 
of the Chinese border and blew 
it up. 
American B52 bombers re- 


turned to North Vietnam for 
the first time in nearly two 
months, the command said, but 
they struck less than 20 miles 
north of the demilitarized zone. 


In South Vietnam, the Com- 


munist offensive began its llth 
week, 
and several 
hundred 


North 
Vietnamese 
troops 


pushed into the district town of 
Trang Bang 25 miles northwest 
of Saigon. This kept the Saigon- 
Phnom Penh highway closed 
for the third day and triggered 
fierce fighting. 


On the northern front above 


Hue, 
more than 2,000 South 


Vietnamese marines launched 
their fourth spoiling and in- 
telligence-gathering 
operation 


in a month into Quang Tri 
Province. Initial reports said 
they met only light resistance. 
The marines were supported by 
a task force of U.S. cruisers 
and destroyers and scores of 
American bombers. 


The U.S. Command 
said 


American fighter-bombers flew 
more than 300 strikes across 
North 
Vietnam 
as 
clearing 


weather made intensified raids 
possible. U.S. pilots had been 
flying fewer than 300 strikes a 
day during the past three 
weeks. 


The major targets Wednes- 


day were a 600-foot tunnel 
through which the northeast 
rail line passes 20 miles south 
of the Chinese border, and ve- 
hicle maintenance and storage 
depots four miles from the cen- 
ter of Hanoi. It was the second 
successive day that U.S. jets 
attacked the rail line close to 
the border.

speechwriter would quit mixing 
his metaphors.

fish, weighing 30 to 40 pounds 
when grown, has been converted 
to a fresh water fish, but, so far, 
will not reproduce in lakes in 
which they have been placed. 
However, they have been hat- 
ched at the Ixinoke hatchery, 
moved to nursery ponds near the 
lakes where they are to be 
released, and on release have 
been thriving in I,ake Ouachita 
and the Narrows. 


"Millwood is probably the 


finest fishing lake in Arkansas", 
said Mr. Clioate, "but it has its 
problems, and we are trying to 
work them out." There is the 
vegetation problem which is now 
under better control. There are 
perhaps too many Blue Gills in 
the lake and too many rough fish. 
Recently Northern Pike as well 
as Striped Mass have been in- 
troduced to Millwood to help 
correct this problem. 


The most recent addition to 


fish varieties in Arkansas is the 
White Amur, a species whose 
natural habitat is a river bet- 
ween Russia and China. So far as 
is known Arkansas is the only 
state attempting to grow and 
develop the White Amur. This 
fish is a vegetation eater and has 
been placed in Hois D'Arc in 
limited quantities in the hopes of 
clearing much of the vegetation 
from the water. In two other 
lakes in Arkansas where this fish 
has been planted the vegetation 
problem in their waters 
no 


longer exists. This fish grows to 
100 pounds when mature and is a 
good eating fish. 


With management practices 


now in progress Southwest 
Arkansas should be a fishing 
Mecca for years to come.

Blockade May 
Be Dampening 
Enemy Fire

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
One- 


month after President 
Nixon 


ordered North Vietnam sealed 
off from outside military sup- 
plies, Defense Department 
offi- 


cials see signs that enemy fire- 
power may be slackening as a 
result. 


While acknowledging they 


cannot prove any cause-and-ef- 
fect link, officials cite as pos- 
sible indicators: 


A drop in the volume of 


North 
Vietnamese 
artillery 


shelling in South Vietnam. For 
example, fewer than 300 rounds 
hit the besieged city of An Ixrc 
one day this week. 
Earlier, 


North Vietnamese guns pumped 
as many as 7,800 rounds into 
that provincial capital in a 
day's time. 


-A decrease in surface-to- 


air-missile 
firings. 
Pentagon 


figures indicate a steep decline 
in SAM firings against U.S. 
planes throughout North Viet- 
nam, from 317 in one April 
week to 39 in a recent week. 


Senior military officers also 


suggest the mining of North 
Vietnamese ports and intense 
bombing of railroad lines from 
China may have caused enough 
of a supply pinch to delay the 
long-expected climatic 
attack 


on the city of Hue. North Viet- 
namese 
attacks 
have 
been 


stalled elsewhere in South Viet- 
nam in recent weeks. 


U.S. experts are convinced 


that the North Vietnamese had 
to 
stockpile 
substantial 


amounts of ammunition 
and 


material in South Vietnam and 
the area just above the demili- 
tarized zone before springing 
their offensive in late March. 


But officials say the cutoff of 


any major new supply flow into 
North Vietnam 
from 
Russia 


and China, and the systematic 
bombing of internal North Viet- 
namese supply lines leading to- 
ward the fronts, may 
have 


prompted Hanoi's field com- 


manders to conserve ammuni- 
tion. 


According to U.S. intelligence 


estimates, 
the movement 
of 


fresh war supplies down into 
the lower North 
Vietnamese 


panhandle has been 
slashed 


from about 300 tons a day early 
in the offensive to only 18 tons 
a day recently. 


It was just one month ago, 


May 8, that Nixon announced 
he had concluded that "Hanoi 
must be denied the weapons 
and supplies it needs to contin- 
ue 
the aggression" 
against 


South Vietnam. On Nixon's or- 
ders, entrances to seven North 
Vietnamese ports were plugged 
with air-dropped mines. About 
25 Soviet and other communist- 
flag freighters and fuel tankers 
then bound for North Vietnam 
were reported to have turned 
away. No ships have tried to 
run the mine barrier since, offi- 
cials say. 


U.S. warships blocked coastal 


shipping and shelled military 
targets on shore. North Viet- 
namese rivers were mined to 
hamper supply-barge move- 
ments, 
and U.S. warplanes 


have sunk or damaged hun- 
dreds of such craft. 


The White House sent U.S. 


planes on up to 280 strikes a 
day against North Vietnamese 
railroads and railroad yards, 
bridges, truck 
parks, petro- 


leum-storage 
dumps, 
power 


plants, 
barracks, and 
other 


war-related facilities across 
North Vietnam, including tar- 
gets close to Hanoi and Hai- 
phong, the nation's 
principal 


port.
